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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anrticipated by Fleming. 
With regard to claim 1 , Fleming (US 6,005,344) discloses an OLED comprising: 

a bottom electrode layer comprising a planar conducting layer ((A) having a plurality of 
protrusions (160, 170) thereon: 

an organic light-emitting layer (140); 

top electrode layer (C). 

With regard to claims 2 and 3, Fleming discloses that protrusions are transparent and formed from silicon 
dioxide (col. 6, lines 20-23); 

With regard to claim 4, Fleming discloses that the transparent protrusions provide increased light output 
because of their reflectorizing properties. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 06/19/2003 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
With regard to claim 1 , Applicant argues that in the prior art's (Fleming) layer (1 40) does not cover the 
bottom electrode, since a term "cover" is defined as an envelop in layer of something. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. Generally, term "cover is not so restricted as 
argues Applicant. According to Heritage Dictionary (4 th ed), Miriam Webster Dictionary (10 ed), 
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Cambridge Dictionary (2 nd ed), the basic meaning of "cover" is "place over", "to lie on the surface". Since 
the Fleming's layer 140 is placed over, the rejection seems to be proper. 

With regard to claim 4, Applicant argues that in the prior art's (Fleming) the protrusions do not provide 
increased light output, since the total emissive area would be decreased by protrusions. It is assumed 
that effect of reflectorizing properties of the transparent protrusions on light output is greater than that of 
decreasing of the total emissive area. 

The rejection seems to be proper since no quantitative characteristics of the protrusions which 
contribute to increased light output are claimed.
